MOBILE COUNTY COMMISSION

The Mobile County Commission met in regular session in
the Government Plaza Auditorium, in the City of Mobile,
Alabama, on Monday, August 10, 2020, at 10:00 A. M. The
following members of the Commission were present: Jerry L.
Carl, President, Merceria Ludgood and Connie Hudson,
Members. Also present were Glenn L. Hodge, County
Administrator/Clerk of the Commission, Jay Ross, County
Attorney, and W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer.
President Carl chaired the meeting.

INVOCATION

The invocation was given by Glenn L. Hodge, County
Administrator.

Leonard Prater, 251 Robin Road, Chunchula, AL 36521:
Good morning. This was on the agenda of July 27, 2020. I
am concerned about this item being passed in reference to
the Fred Howard Estates, four (4) lots on Robin Road as I
have one-twelfth (1/12) interest in the property. I am in
court right now dealing with false deeds and false plats.
It is five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000.00) worth of
property. I have been calling the Engineering Department
since October 2019 and they have told me they do have a
project going on in Citronelle, Alabama and Mobile,
Alabama, but not in that location. I saw on the agenda
that four (4) lots would be put out on private property. I
wanted to have a full investigation of this by the Attorney
General or the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI)
because there is corruption going on. They are keeping me
out of the situation. I can’t any information.

President Jerry L. Carl: This is in Citronelle,
Alabama?

Leonard Prater: ©No, this is in Chunchula, Alabama.

President Carl: 1Is this a private road?

Leonard Prater: Yes.

President Carl: Okay. That is how you have
one-twelfth (1/12) of it because you own one-twelfth (1/12)

of the road also.

Leonard Prater: Yes.
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President Carl: Okay.

Jay Ross, County Attorney: My understanding is part
of the problem is while Mr. Prater may own one-twelfth
(1/12) of the road, it is not of record in the Probate
Court. The title search would not have revealed that.
When these petitions are filed with the Engineering
Department, as a practical matter, they do not go behind
and authenticate the representatives by doing an
independent title search for who does own property. We
take what they say as accurate. Independent analysis does
a chain of title. This is a disputed piece of property by
heirship from when someone passes away. We would not have
known even if we had done a title search on our own. We
typically take the word of the engineer or the petitioner
who submits the petition to the County Commission. We
would not know of this problem unless he raised it to us
and to the Court as to if he does own one-twelfth (1/12)
interest in the property. I think the County Commission
acted properly on the July 27, 2020 Agenda Item #36 at the
time based on the information we had.

Commissioner Connie Hudson: Since this is a matter of
litigation, is this something we need to be involved in?

Jay Ross: I think he can raise the issue in the
Circuit Court if he is involved. I have read what he has
filed. I do not know if there is anything the County
Commission needs to do at this time until the litigation is
resolved on if he does own one-twelfth (1/12) portion of
the property. Then he’ll have to deal with the other
property owners is my initial thought. He sued the
surveyor, Byrd Surveying, and he sued somebody with the
State Board of Surveyors as to if the actions done by Byrd
Surveying were done properly. W. Bryan Kegley II, County
Engineer, can explain in more detail about how that works,
but that is my understanding.

Commissioner Hudson: We have no role in this at this
time?

Jay Ross: Commissioner Hudson, I do not think we do.
It is a dispute based on heirship property, whether it was
represented to the County Commission or not is a matter of
interpretation and a matter of opinion as to the title
search. I have not yet requested who the heir and
descendants are. He may be a one-twelfth (1/12) interest
owner.

Commissioner Hudson: Does this need to be resolved in
Circuit Court?

Jay Ross: It’s pending in Circuit Court now.
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President Carl: Are you proposing we keep that
project from moving forward until Circuit Court has had a
chance to give their opinion?

Leonard Prater: Yes, sir. That is my request.

W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: Commissioners,
that record plat has already been presented to the
Commission for approval. It was approved at the July
27, 2020 Commission Meeting. It has already been signed by
the County Engineer. As far as I know, it may already be
recorded. That issue is not something for the County
Commission to address. Jay Ross, County Attorney, was
quite eloquent in his explanation it is something for the
Board of Licensure and the professional land surveyor
representing the property owner.

Commissioner Hudson: Once this is adjudicated at
Circuit Court, then the remedy would be forthcoming from
Circuit Court.

W. Bryan Kegley II: That is correct.

Jay Ross: It could be. I will just say the lawsuit
was filed pro se and there might be some amendments to the
lawsuit that might clearly paint the picture for the
Circuit Court to determine.

President Carl: 1Is your recommendation that we stay
out of this and push forward with what we have done so far?

Jay Ross: Yes, sir.

W. Bryan Kegley II: That would be correct, President
Carl.

President Carl: Sir, I am so sorry. We have to
follow our engineers and we have to follow the legal advice
unless you can get two (2) other votes from up here. We
try to stay out of the civil lawsuit side. We do not play
a role in that. We are just a recording function of this
particular situation. We have to be careful because we do
not want to get taxpayers’ money involved in a lawsuit like
that. I do not know what to tell you other than I wish you
luck in your lawsuit and hope you can get things worked
out.

Leonard Prater: Okay. Have a nice day.

President Carl: Thank you, sir.

Commissioner Connie Hudson: Commissioner Ludgood, I
believe you had some questions or some thoughts. Did you
want to address any of those?

Commissioner Merceria Ludgood: When I asked for this
to be held over, I wanted to give us time to look at an
alternative. I have been told it was restored to the
agenda after I was told it would be held over. What I was
going to propose was that we shift the April 26, 2021 for
Confederate Memorial Day and add a day for Christmas as
December 28, 2020 and shift the Jefferson Davis birthday
from June 7, 2021 to December 31, 2020 to give the
employees an additional day for New Years. The basis of
this request is I think the mood of our country has shifted
and we have come to agree in recognition that these
holidays are code for white supremacy. They are not
supported any longer. I was hoping we could be a leader by
eliminating these holidays and give our employees holidays
where they could actually be with their families when
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everyone 1s off. No one is off on these days except State
of Alabama employees and County employees. They do not get

to enjoy them as holidays. They have been here and we have
been rocking along with them. Before either one of you
came here, I have raised it and it didn’t go anywhere. I

haven’t raised it since you have been here, President Carl.
I think it is just time. It is time for the State of
Alabama to eliminate those and we do not have to follow the
State of Alabama on this as we can have our own. I have
been trying to find out if there were any other
municipalities in Mobile County that observe these days. I
know the City of Mobile does not. The courthouses are
still open on these days. When I asked for this to be held
over, I wanted to have an opportunity for us to engage on
that discussion. Since it is back on the agenda, I'1l1l
raise it now.

Commissioner Hudson: I can certainly understand the
sensitivity of those two (2) holidays given the mood as you
said. I think it has been prevalent in the country. I
understand the desire to want to incorporate those days
somewhere else. I respect that. There is sensitivity on
both sides. There are citizens who feel like this is part
of history and part of their heritage. For the vast
majority, the slavery issue aside, they had ancestors who
fought in the Civil War between the United States. The

vast majority of soldiers were not slave owners. They were
poor farmers who felt like they were protecting their
homeland. I think given the sensitivity on both sides, it

might be something we could look into as far as doing a
floating holiday schedule. TIf we want to identify options
for a floating schedule, if we leave those two (2) holidays
on and add two (2) days, not additional days for a holiday
to be taken, but allow the employees the option to choose
which day either fits their schedule or which day they want
to recognize. That might be something so we are sensitive
to both sides of the issue. I know there are those who
feel very strongly both ways and we are trying to be
sensitive to both sides.

Commissioner Ludgood: I understand what you are
saying. I agree that it might be nice to give our
employees an option. You can’t get away from the white
supremacy that was the underlying motivation in both of
these holidays. You can’t get away from slavery. You
can’t get away from it. Just because someone feels like
they should be able to honor their ancestors who fought a
war to keep my ancestors as slaves does not make it
legitimate just because they want to honor it. For me, the
question comes down to should the government support them
in honoring days, just like the 1901 State of Alabama
Constitution, that are steeped in the language of white
supremacy.
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Commissioner Hudson: I think it is a more complicated
issue than just that. We obviously can’t change history.
There are things in history that should never have
happened. Slavery should never have happened. It was
abhorrent. It will always be abhorrent. There was a war
that was fought that was a lot more broad spectrum and it
involved a lot of people’s ancestors. From what I hear
from the public, that is a concern. It is not protecting
the institution of slavery. I don’t think anybody agrees
that was anything that should have happened in this
country. There was a war that happened and it involved
people dying on both sides. There is a part of our
population where it is not about white supremacy, it is
about the history and the fact that their ancestors
participated in a war that they fought and died for and the
idea at the time was to protect their homes. I can see the
sensitivity to that. The State of Alabama has not seen fit
to change it. There are a lot of people in the State
Legislature and I don’t know if it has even been made an
issue there. If someone does not want to take the
Confederate Memorial or Jefferson Davis’ birthday as a
holiday, I think they shouldn’t. I think they should be
given an option to pick from a floating holiday from a day
they would prefer to take. It could be Rosa Parks’ Day or
their birthday as a personal day. I think for those who
want to celebrate their history that way, I do not think it
will harm anyone to allow that.

Commissioner Ludgood: I think the Board of Health has
floating holidays. I know there is at least one (1)
jurisdiction in the system where you can pick a certain
number of days.

Commissioner Hudson: I would like to do that. I
think there are certain holidays we would have to close all
of our offices. Columbus Day may be part of that, I do not
know. It gives our employees some options for their own
personal reasons, whether it works out as a good day to
take a vacation or whatever, so they can select from those
dates.

President Jerry L. Carl: I have more of a business
view to it. By law, do we have to have the Commission
building open if it is not a State holiday? If we do have
floating holidays, we are going to have limited staff
because they will pick and choose where they are floating
from. We will wind up with an overtime situation. I
suggest we stay with what the State of Alabama has until
the State of Alabama makes the changes. We have to have
this building open according to the State of Alabama’s
schedule. That is why we always follow the State of
Alabama’s calendar so we are not closed when the State of
Alabama says we are supposed to be open.
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Commissioner Hudson: Are there some differences on
the State of Alabama’s schedule?

Commissioner Ludgood: The State of Alabama takes
Columbus Day off. We take Mardi Gras off and they do not.
We are not locked to be set with the State of Alabama.

Commissioner Hudson: Right.

President Carl: I think is more about us being open
than them.

Commissioner Ludgood: We are closed during Mardi
Gras.

President Carl: Okay.

Commissioner Hudson: I am willing to look at floating
holidays as a possibility.

Commissioner Ludgood: Okay. I work both of those
days intentionally. That would work for me. I think that
is a good way to work 1it.

Commissioner Hudson: Okay.

Glenn L. Hodge, County Administrator: Commissioners,
just so you are aware, we are going to have to look at the
operational side for the Human Resources Department
standpoint as to how the floating holidays will take effect
payroll.

Commissioner Hudson: I think if you offered the four
(4) options, you will not have everyone taking off at one
time. You may be working those four (4) different options

a little bit more short staffed. We might even look into
adding a personal holiday i1f someone wants to take a
birthday off for instance.

Commissioner Ludgood: We are only talking about two
(2) days.

Commissioner Hudson: We are talking about leaving the
two (2) that you were discussing plus adding some as an
option.

Commissioner Ludgood: I thought the options were an
alternate to Confederate Memorial Day and an alternate to
Jefferson Davis’ birthday.

Commissioner Hudson: Those would be two of the
options that would be offered. 1If someone wanted to work
those days and not take them off, then they would work
those days. If they preferred to take off a personal day
like their birthday or another holiday, they could take
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that instead. They will not be forced to take those two
(2) holidays.

Donna Jones, Human Resources Director: Can I say
something? With a floating holiday, you wouldn’t
necessarily put those two (2) holidays on the schedule.

You would give everybody two (2) extra days to take
whenever. It would be floating holidays, but they would be
days when they would pick and choose when they take those
days off, whether it be those two (2) holidays or some
other day. If we leave those on the schedule, then they
would be holidays when everybody would be off. Are you
suggesting giving two (2) more days?

Commissioner Hudson: No. I am suggesting keeping the
exact same number of holidays we have now. It would be
taking those two (2) and perhaps adding two (2) or three
(3) other options, and giving employees to pick two (2)
holidays.

Commissioner Ludgood: If the courthouse is closed,
they would be doing it.

Commissioner Hudson: Yes. You would have to have the
courthouse open.

Donna Jones: It would have to be open for them to
come and work.

Commissioner Hudson: It would not be closed for
everybody.

Donna Jones: Okay.

President Carl: That is why I am saying from a
business standpoint, let’s go with what the State of
Alabama has and let’s encourage the State of Alabama to
change it. We are getting into moving hours around and
moving people around. It is going to create an accounting
nightmare.

Commissioner Hudson: I know other businesses do it.
My husband’s company does it. I know it works elsewhere
and it can work. I just do not know all of the nuances of
how that might be made to work. I know it has a
possibility.

Donna Jones: For floating holidays, I would have to
talk to Alisha Rowland, Human Resources Officer. I think
you would just code it differently. As you know, we have
holidays and we have sick leave. It would just be a
floating holiday. When someone requests a day off, that’s
what they would request instead of a vacation day.

Commissioner Hudson: Correct.
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Donna Jones: It would be like that as to how we would
handle it.

Commissioner Hudson: It would still keep the total
number of holidays they are offered the same.

Donna Jones: Yes. If we set it up where they could
only pick certain days, it might be a little more
complicated. I would have to look into that. We currently
have fourteen (14) holidays. If we have twelve (12) set
holidays and two (2) floating holidays, then we would still
have fourteen (14) holidays. With the floating holidays,
the employees could pick and choose when they would take
those.

Commissioner Hudson: Correct.

Donna Jones: It sounded like you were suggesting
more.

Commissioner Hudson: They would be assigned on
certain days.

Donna Jones: So they couldn’t pick and choose?

Commissioner Hudson: Unless we include a personal day
as part of that package. They could pick and choose on one
and the other would be one of the option holidays.

Donna Jones: The offices would be open on those two
(2) days. If they want to take off those days, they could.
If not, they could take additional days with another
holiday?

Census Drop Everything Get Counted Day. This is set aside
not only in Mobile County but also throughout the State of
Alabama to encourage employers to give their employees a
few minutes during their work day to complete the 2020
Census. I do not know if you were aware as I was not, but
I found out they have moved up the deadline on the census
date from the end of October 2020 to the end of September
2020. We have even less time to try and get all of those
responses in. Right now Mobile County is lagging behind
the State of Alabama. Mobile County is at
fifty-nine point three percent (59.3%) complete the last
time I checked. The State of Alabama is at sixty point

seven percent (60.7%) complete. Surely we can do at least
that well. 1If employers and business owners will give

their employees an opportunity, this takes only about ten
(10) minutes to complete the census. We want to encourage
them to answer because there is so much at stake based on
this census. The numbers will affect Mobile County and the
State of Alabama for the next ten (10) years.

not responded.
